Neighbors object to access road

An angry group of approximately 
50 residents from Dadant Drive 
and Marcia Road turned out in 
force Tuesday night to tell the 
Wilmington Planning Board they 
opposed connecting North Street to 
their neighborhood. Citing traffic, 
safety, and environmental issues, 
neighbors sought to change 
planner's requirements of two 
access roads for the Allgrove 
Estates subdivision. 

Tuesday's hearing was on the nine 
lot subdivision's definitive plan. 
Attorney Dan Brown outlined the 
plan for the board. He said at this 
time developer Ralph Newhouse 
does not own the proposed North 
Street easement nor lot 10, which 
‘remains in the hands of the 
Allgrove family. He was backed by 
CPA Joyce Brisbois, who repre- 
sented the Allgrove family. She 
added that the Allgroves had "no 
immediate need" to sell the 
property. 

Planning board Chairman Carole 
Hamilton said it was the intention of 
her board to leave the North Street 
stub as an easement with the 
potential of being constructed at a 


later date. She explained that 
planners had required the easement 
when proponents brought in a 
preliminary plan for a 16 lot 
subdivision. Hamilton said the 
proposed road would create a 
second access for emergency 
vehicles from Dadant Drive and 
Marcia Road. North Street cur- 
rently along the proposed subdi- 
vision’s perimeter. 

Brown questioned if the board 
could rightfully impose an 
obligation that he considered 
impossible to meet since the 
Allgroves are unwilling to grant an 
easement at this time, Hamilton said 
it was up to the developer to 
"somehow" provide two access 
roads to the site, even if it meant a 
redesign of the project. 

Led by State Rep. James Miceli 
and his nephew Michael McCoy, 
neighbors were outspoken against 
the required easement. 

“That's got to be one of the most 
unsafe intersections in town,” said 
Miceli, referring to the comer of 
Dadant Drive and Marcia Road. 

McCoy agreed saying Wilming- 
ton selectmen have been trying to 
“filter traffic to the main drags” to

get congestion off the town's 
secondary roads. 

Sue Barker of Dadant Drive told 
OF four accidents just in the 
immediate area alone. She and 
numerous others felt additional 
traffic would create safety prob- 
Jems for children and adults alike. 

“It's a racetrack now. God knows 
what it would be when it is opened 
up," she said. Another neighbor 
referred to North Street as “the 
scariest road” in town, 

Abutter Arthur Smith, who also 
serves on the Water and Sewer 
Commissioners, raised drainage 
concerns on Woburn Street. He was 
told a new drain line would be put 
into the new street and any water 
would be piped up to the 
subdivision. Others asked if the 
project would be reviewed by the 
Conservation Commission. They 
were told this was not a 
requirement since the project did 
not fall under the Wetlands 
Protection Act. 

The planning board said it was 
most likely members would vote on 
the definitive plan at their March 1 
meeting.

Plans resubmitted for 
Andover Street subdivision

Proponents of the Whitefield Elm

Apparently, 
the consultants are waiting to 
receive the contract agreement 
back from the developer. 

The development is proposed for 
a site being eyed for a sludge 
facility by the Mass Water 
Resource Authority, Proponents 
from Danco Development Corp 
said they have tried to move 
matters along by meeting with 
concerned parties on various 
issues. They said they were 
Prepared to reserve an easement 
for George Morey, whose adjacent 
property is landlocked. 


To dispel any rumors, Courtney 
told the board Danco was already 
arranging for sale of lots to two or 
three interested developers who 
will undertake the actual construc- 
tion of the homes. Danco's Dan 
Fonzi assured the board that his 
company would make sure any 
homes were built to standard. 

In other business, the board 
received the site plan for the 
Mediplex nursing home proposed 
for Woburn Street and approved, 
with conditions, Treetops, the 
Northgate nursing home slated for 
West Street. 

During discussion on the latter 
plan, members took the proximity 
of abutters into consideration. One 
of their conditions, for instance, 
would restrict truck deliveries to 
the hours between 8 a.m. and 5 
p.m. Other conditions centered on 
such things as lighting, trash 
disposal, and landscaping. 

Chairman Carole Hamilton noted 
that even though they hadn't seen 
many nursing home proposals, 
Treetops was one of the nicest and 
“most environmentally sensitive” 
Projects they had seen. Others 
agreed.

Guilty plea on 
tax charges 


John R. Milano, 55, of 104 
Wobum St, Wilmington has pled 
guilty to 39 counts of failing to pay 
meals taxes and withholding taxes 
from the operation of his restau- 
rant, The Menu, located at 6 Gill St. 
in Woburn. 

Suffolk Superior Court Judge 

Harry Elam ordered Milano to pay 
$97,000 in restitution for back 
taxes, sentenced him to a suspended 
2-year sentence in the house of cor- 
rection, and placed the defendant 
om probation for five years. 
_ Judge Elam indicated he would 
impose a two year sentence of 
incarceration if Milano were to 
default in making restitution to the 
commonwealth. 

In March of 1987, Milano was 
indicted by a Suffolk County Grand 
Jury on 23 counts of failure to pay 
meals taxes and 16 counts of failure 
to pay withholding taxes. 

The charges arose from Milano's 
operations from 1984 to 1986. He 
was the sole coporate officer of The 
Menu, Inc., which owned and 
operated the restaurant. 

According to Attorney General 
James Shannon, Milano charged 
and collected $97,000 in meals 
taxes during this period from cus- 
tomers and employees, but failed to 
pay any of these taxes over to the 
commonwealth. 

Each count of the 39-count 
indictment represents a monthly 
reporting period during which he 
should have paid the taxes he was 
collecting from customers and 
employees on behalf of the 
commonwealth

In the running for two three year

to the Shawsheen Tech School 
Committee for another three years;

on the Wilmington Redevelopment 
Authority.

My father has multiple sclerosis, 
otherwise known as M.S. He has 
had it for 21 years. He cannot walk 
or move his arms. He also can't talk 
or eat through his mouth. He has a 

machine in his room that pumps a 
liquid mixture of nutrients through 
a tube and into his intestines. He 
requires a lot of care. My mom and 
I, along with my Aunt Linda and 
visiting nurses, work hard to help 
my father as much as possible. But, 
my mom is the one who does most 
of the work. Aunt Linda and I help 
around the house. 

There are other people close to 
my family who are really helpful 
too. Without Eleanor Pearlman, 
my dad's physical therapist, Charlie 
Rising, my dad's visiting nurse, and 
dad's previous nurses, my mom 
would never have been able to keep 
up with my dad for as long as she 
has. He's now at a point where he 
can only move his eyes and head as 
signals. If we ask him something he 
replies with a blink for yes, and a 
shake of the head for no. 

The National Multiple Sclerosis 
Society cares and is giving its all to 
help people like my father. They 
have many different charity drives 
for multiple sclerosis and have 
national conferences so that 
interested health professionals, 
multiple sclerosis patients, and 
other people who are interested can 
learn about the latest research on 
multiple sclerosis. I think that this 
is wonderful because it gives people 
an incentive to go on. 

Multiple sclerosis affects people 
in many different ways. You could 
have a mild case that is unnotic- 
able, or a case that you can clearly 
see something is wrong. My father 
has a worse case than other people | 
know. Eleanor Pearlman was diag- 
nosed as having multiple sclerosis. 
She knew something was wrong 
because of her position in the 
medical field and the information 
available to her. She has been 
working with us for approximately 
six years, and I just found out she 
had M.S. about a year ago. That is 
how concealed multiple sclerosis 
can be. 

Another person I know who has 
M.S. is Judy DiPalma. She had done 
a lot of work for the M.S. Society 
and the Town of Wilmington. 
Despite her M.S., she's very pro- 
ductive. She is on the Wilmington 
Handicapped Committee and is a 
Girl Scout leader, among other 
things. She even won Wilmington's 
Good Guy Award, She is also a 
devoted wife and mother. 

Many people are aware of this 
horrible disease. But, many people 
are not. The people who are aware, 
however, do the best they can to 
help out. I went to a multiple 
sclerosis conference, and guess who 
are some sponsors for multiple 
sclerosis? Cyndi Lauper and 
Captain Lou Albano are two of 
them. Even if you are not famous, 
you can help too. 

You can do a lot of things to help 
fight multiple sclerosis or any other 
disease. Give to charities or 
volunteer your time. Join the 
Multiple Sclerosis Read-a-thon. 
Also for you little kids, don't think 
that just adults can can collect for 
charities. You can too! For the

My dad's disease is not uncom- 
mon, It affects many people ages 15 
to 50, What M.S. really is, is 
damage to the nerves. The nerves’ 
outer covering, called myelin, has 
many scars on it. That explains why 
this disease is called multiple 
sclerosis. Multiple means many, 
and sclerosis means scars. You 
cannot catch multiple sclerosis like 
the flu, and you do not inherit it. 
People also do not die from 
multiple sclerosis. You can find 
more information on multiple 
sclerosis by reading some books. 
You can also get information from 
the National Multiple Sclerosis 
Society, Massachusetts Chapter, in 
Waltham, Mass. They will give you 
literature, advice, and direct you to 
the proper professional medical 
people. 

They have a social group called 
Action to Overcome Multiple 
Sclerosis, (A.T.O.M.S.) that meets 
once a month at various places in 
Massachusetts. People with M.S. 
and other interested people can go 
to discuss multiple sclerosis and the 
stumbling blocks they have run 
into. They also give each other 
advice on how to deal with their 
problems. At the meetings they 
have guest speakers and refresh- 
ments. They also go on trips. 

You may not know how it feels to 
be stared at when you are in a 
wheelchair, but believe me, when 


you are in a wheelchair and people « 


Stare at you it makes you feel very 
uncomfortable. If you ever see a 
person in a wheelchair, be nice to 
them and start a conversation with 
them, or if they are shopping, you 
could help them get something. 

Many parents take young people 
shopping with them, and what I 
notice is that when a child asks a 
handicapped person about their 
handicap, the parent comes over, 
takes the child away and apologizes 
to the handicapped person. That's 
not fair. I personally feel that 
people do not mind talking to 
people about their handicap, and it 
may make them feel good that 
someone cares enough to ask them, 
especially a kid. 

When people talk about handicaps 
to one another and share their 
feelings, they make the other 
people see that they care. That's 
what life is all about; showing 
people you care and being friends, 
right? Think about it. If we did not 
share with, or care about, our 
neighbors, family and friends, we 
wouldn't be here because of all the 
wars it would cause. Many people 
do not realize this because they are 
all caught up with their own lives. 
Itis a shame. 

So keep in mind that people need 
each other, and it is just as easy to 
be nice to someone as it is to be 
mean to them. Help people and 
always remember that sharing is 
caring! Some day you may need 
somebody. Now the tables are 
turned. You are the neglected one! 
I hope you don't have to say, "if 
only I had cared enough to share.”

Whether you're sending season's greetings or paying the 
bills, the United States Postal Service is something we all 
use, often on a daily basis. But over the course of the past 
year, the post office has had bigger problems than biting 
dogs and letters without zip codes. Budgetary woes, now 
forcing cuts in basic service, could eventually affect how 
quickly the postal service delivers your mail, whether it's 


That's according to Lisa Graffeo, spokesperson for the 
U.S. Postal Service in Boston. Graffeo says that the post 
office must come up with $1.2 billion over the next two 


“internal belt tightening" as Graffeo 
describes it, through savings in the capital and operating 


What's receiving most of the attention lately has been the 
cuts in the operating budget. This will mean a reduction in 
window hours, along with an end to the collection of mail 
on Sundays. "On a nationwide basis we're cutting wiudow 
service approximately 10 percent", says Graffeo, adding 
that the end of mail pick up on Sunday will add one day to 
your letter arrival time if you happen to frequent mail 


Stating that most of their operating costs are in the area 
of personnel, Graffeo indicated that a number of vacant 
administrative positions throughout the postal service will 
now go unfilled, but that "we don't anticipate any pay cuts 


But the real story behind the post office money problem 
is how it will affect the improvement of facilit 
turn, how that will eventually affect patrons more directly 
than reduced window service.

mind, Graffeo made an appropriate observation by saying, 
"Since a lot of our facilities nationwide are outdated 
because of growing mail volume, putting capital projects 
on hold could affect service in future years. 

Because of the growth in area communities, many post 
offices are too small to deal effectively with the mail 
volume they're now experiencing. This fact is made vivid 
when you consider that the’U.S. Postal Service generated 
over 76 billion pieces of mail in 1986, up from 18 billion 


It's new post offices that towns like Billerica are sorely in 
need of. According to Graffeo, it's not so much high tech 
gadgetry that they're looking for, but simply more room 
to sort out the growing bundles of letters, packages, and 
even junk mail. With cuts like these, it seems that a lot may 
begin to simply pile up, and the cliche “it's in the mail” 
may become quite valid after all. 

Considering all of this, Congress, which has an amazing 
knack for coming up with money just when you thought 
there was none left, should intervene to keep the ostai 
service modernized. Though technically independent from 
the government, most people associate mail delivery as a 
federal service, and that service is jeopardized when it isn't 
kept up to date with population growth. 

And if you think window hours and facilities are the only 
problems to worry about at the post office right now, you 
can guess again. The 22-cent stamp is soon to be another 
collectors’ item.

The quality of Merrimack River water came up for discussion 
this week when the Tewksbury Board of Selectmen met with the 
state Department of Environmental Quality Engineering 
(DEQE) and engineer Jim Pescatore from the firm of Camp, 
Dresser & McKee, the designers of the town's new water plant. 

At the heart of the discussion, however, was a-story on the front 
page of the February 3 edition of the Tewksbury Town Crier. 
The story and photo told of raw sewage from Lowell pouring 
into the river, just a few miles upstream from Tewksbury's new 
water treatment plant. 

Now, the story said a few things which have since been 
repeated, by selectmen and others, but I believe some 
clarification of the piece is in order. 

a) The plant is designed to handle the water it gets. That was 
duly reported and since repeated. Nobody thinks the Merrimack 
River is a pristine brook, and no one expects it to be. The 
Merrimack used to be one of the filthiest rivers in the country, 
but a lot of clean-up work has been done in recent decades. Much 
remains, though. 

b) The offending Lowell sewer pipe in the photo will 
(hopefully) be tied into that city's wastewater treatment facility at 
Duck Island by year’s end. That too was reported in the story. 
Until then, however, the pipe will continue to foul the river. 

The story about Lowell's offensive behavior (moral, if not 
legal) was never intended to cause a panic. Without qualms I'll 
gladly drink the finished water from that treatment plant, 
because I have faith in the technology being used and I'm fairly 
certain the people of Tewksbury will trust the plant as well. But 
I'm duty-bound to tell the truth as I know it, and that's exactly 
what I did in this case. 

That sewer pipe has been defiling the river for years now, I 
first discovered the pipe in the summer of 1986, during a hike 
along the river, but nothing ever appeared in the paper except a 
brief mention in the Outdoors Column. The pipe was offensive 
then, and almost two years later it's even more offensive, 
especially with the town's new plant about to start operations. 

So last month I-called around to learn what I could about 
Lowell's mistreatment of the river, and that knowledge is just 
what appeared in this newspaper. 

If anybody wants my apology, then I'm sorry to say there won't 
be any. 

The people of Tewksbury now know that the Merrimack River 
is still being abused by the city of Lowell, that the treatment plant 
is designed to handle the available water -- like it or not -- and 
that the proper officials have since leamed (in a loud voice) about 
the ongoing problem. 

My duty is to inform the public, and I do so without apologies. 
If the river story amounts to "journalistic irresponsibility," as the 
selectmen have called it, then let it be so. 

You, as the reader, must make that final decision.

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Under the gun on affordable housing

As Wilmington's Affordable 
Housing Task Force continues ex- 
ploring housing options, members 
are aware of a growing sense of 
urgency to get a proposal off the 
ground. 

At last Thursday’s meeting with 
their consultants, Chairman Jim 
Stewart said the Executive Office 
of Communities and Development 
is expecting members to come up 
with a viable proposal for 
affordable housing in the next four 
or five months. He said, on one 
hand, the task force has to continue 
looking at long range housing plans 
and, on the other, satisfy the state 
by coming up soon with a housing 
proposal supported by the town. 

Donald Nadeau, Wilmington's 
Planning Intern, has been catalog- 
ing town owned land since June. On 
Thursday, he decribed six large 
parcels which could conceivably be

tured over to developers follow- 
ing a competitive bidding process 
for low cost housing. Included in 
those six sites was the parcel on the 
North Woburn border, land owned 
by the Water Department off 
Route125, and a Federal Street site 
originally purchased as a pedway to 
the Wildwood School. Members 
said they hope to utilize smaller 
town owned parcels as well and do 
something “creative” with them. 
Stewart said he would like to 
narrow the choice to one site at 
their next meeting so they could get 
Started on at least one proposal. 
Part of the evening was devoted 
to inclusionary zoning ideas. Inclu- 
sionary zoning refers to ways zon- 
ing can encourage the development 
of diverse and affordable housing. 
Consultant Robert Catineau of 
Connery Associates said one of the 
better approaches for Wilmington 
might be to tap local industries and 


have tnem make linkage payments 
to support housing efforts. Another 
approach, he said, would be to 
make it easier for a developer to g0 
PRD by eliminating one of the 
requireménts. Currently, develop- 
ers in Wilmington need a 3/4 vote 
of the planning board and a 2/3 vote 
of town meeting to succeed with a 
PRD proposal. Stewart pointed out 
that the same people who have 
voted down PRD developments in 
the past ®ould vote down any 


change in the bylaw. 
Discussion also centered on 
formulas which could increase 
density on some of the remaining 
parcels in town. It was felt a change 
from R60 to R30 would work 
better than a change from R60 to 
R40 or R20 to R1S. If a developer 
wanted to increase density, 
members said he would have to 
follow certain regulations and be 
prepared to give up some units or 
homes to affordable housing

Reading Light may sue Edison 


The manager of the Reading 
Municipal Light Department 
(RMLD) is considering a suit 
against Boston Edison, and in so 
doing, joining several other muni- 
cipal light departments. RMLD is 
the source of electricity for 
Wilmington, North Reading and a 
part of Lynnfield. 

For about two years the Boston 
Edison Company had been opera- 
ting without any power from its 
Pilgrim I Nuclear Power Plant in 


Plymouth. The shutdown was 
ordered by the Nuclear Regulatory 
Commission April 26, 1986, on the 
grounds of “severe” safety viola- 
tions. 

The municipal plants which are 
dependent upon Boston Edison for 
power, per contract, have conti- 
nued their payments. Their 
contracts call for power. The effect 
is that the municipal plants have 
been paying for a service they are 
not receiving.

The Reading edition of the Times 
Chronicle, last Friday published an 
interview with Leonard Rucker, 
general manager of RMLD, in 
which some of the points involved 
were explained. 

Unlike the other municipalities, 
Reading has a “contract demand,” 
or "CD." Reading's contract is for 
"35 megawatts, period.” 

"We buy 35 megawatts of 
capacity from them, and we don't 
care where Boston Edison gets it 
from," Rucker was quoted as 
saying, "If Pilgrim is out, they still 
have to supply us with the 35 
megawatts. The others don't have 
that.” 

Rucker believes,. the Reading 
paper said, that the RMLD is the 
only municipality in the Common- 
wealth to have such an arrangement 
with Boston Edison. 

There was a group meeting 
February 11 with other officials of 
other municipalities where the suit 
issue was discussed, and in which 
the RMLD was present. Rucker was 
unable to say whether or not it 
would join in the suit. He was also 
unable to say whether or not the 
RMLD would not join. 

Rucker told the Times Chronicle 
that the lawyers were "looking at 
the contract, and sorting out the 
options.” 

“They will make the decision. We 
will look at the uniqueness (of the 
RMLD contract) and clearly 
understand it before we do any- 
thing with Boston Edison.” 

Another feature of the Reading 
contract with Boston Edison, the 
Times Chronicle reported, is that 
“if Boston Edison should acquire 
power from a cheap source, as the 
Town of Wilmington claims it 
will,” then the Reading Light will 
also get a piece of that savings 
automatically. 

One of Wilmington’s contentions, 
the Times Chronicle stated, “in the 
ongoing flap with Reading Light is 
that if it formed its own power 
company, it could receive power 
from Boston Edison from that 
“cheap source” which is one of 
their reasons that their figures are 
lower than Reading's.

Lions eye screening clinics 


The Wilmington Lions Club, in 
association with the Wilmington 
Eye Associates, will be conducting 
the second annual eye screening 
clinic at the Regional Health 
Center, Salem Street, Wimington, 
Saturday and Sunday, February 27 
and 28. 

The sponsors volunteer their time 
to provide this valuable service to 
the community free of charge. All 
participants will be seen by an 
ophthalmologist, a medical doctor 
specializing in total eye care. 

The pediatric screening will 
occur Saturday, Feb. 27 from 9 
a.m, to 1 p.m. Children of all ages 
are welcome to participate and will 
be checked for depth perception, 
color blindness, "lazy eye,” visual 
acuity, dyslexia and other prob- 
lems. Each child will be evaluated 
by Dr. Zuckerman, a specialist in 
pediatric ophthalmology. 

The diabetic eye disease screening 
is scheduled for Saturday, Feb. 27 
from 2 to 5 p.m. Diabetes may 
cause serious changes in the eye 
such as cataracts, glaucoma, 
occasional blurring, and changes in 
the blood vessels at the back of the 
eye. Diabetic patients should be 


aware of the risks of devloping 
sight disturbances and should have 
their eyes examined. Participants 
will be avaluated for degenerative 
problems associated with the 
disease. Early detection is the best 
protection against sight loss. 

The glaucoma screening is 
scheduled for Sunday, Feb. 28 
from 1 to 4 p.m. Because this 
problem is one of the leading causes 
of blindness in the U.S., adults over 
the age of 35 should be checked 
every two to three years, Loss of 
vision is largely preventable with 
early detection and treatment. 

Drs. Phillip and David Gendel- 
man will be participating in the 
diabetic and glaucoma clinics. As 
an added service, nurses will be 
available to check the blood 
pressure of anyone interested. 

To prevent over scheduling of 
time slots and to make efficiant use 
of everyone's time, pre-registra- 
tion for screenings is requested.

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The number of homes available

Water problems in Swain School 
may preclude television studio 


There's an outside chance the 
Wilmington Cable TV Committee 
may not opt to move into the 
Wilmington Swain School. The 
Wilmington Town Crier on 
February 10 reported the idea had 
been endorsed by the selectmen and 
the school committee. 

Tt was also reported that the large 
area in the cellar region which was 
intended for a basketball court or 
other such athletic area is said to 
flood nearly every spring. Anyone 
who has a TV set or other electrical 
apparatus knows that water and 
electricity do not mix. 

There is a story behind that 
flooding. 

The Swain School was built as a 
high school back in 1913-14, The 
first classes moved in in 1914, 

Herbert C. Barrows was the 
chairman of the school building 
committee, and the money 
appropriated amounted to $36,000. 
The committee did a good job and 
turned some of the money back to 
the town, Herb, to save the town 
money, graded the front lawns at 
no cost to the town, 


For the first time Wilmington had 
a basketball court as a part of its 
high school. Of course the two 
overhead beams spoiled things, but 
outside of that there was room to 
play. Wilmington, for many years 
to come, played no "home" games 
of basketball, All games against the 
opposition were played in other 
towns. 

To save the town money, the 
Women's Club furnished the 
kitchen and either the ladies or 
Caleb Harriman equipped the high 
school science laboratory. 

If you were willing to forget the 
springtime wetness it was a nice 
school. 

About 1918 the people of 
Wilmington raised some questions 
about that water. John Hathaway, 
who was chairman of the school 
committee, promised some answers 
and went to Peter Neilson a local 
stone mason and contractor. 

Peter said the thing to do was to 
construct a pipeline across Wil- 
mington Common to the brook on 
Adams Street. The town meeting 
hired Peter to do the job. 


There was a baseball ficld on 
Wilmington Common, in the 
comer nearest the high school. It 
had been established there for the 
high school teams, 

Peter's employees hand dug a 
trench through the baseball field 
and across the common. The trench 
went down the west side of Church 
Street, to Adams Street, and then on 
the north side of that street to Mill 
Brook. 

Pipe lines were installed and the 
high school basement was being 


nicely drained. There was no water 
for over 20 years, but then it 
started again, sometime during 
World War Il. 

As a guess the trouble is in that 
pipeline. If that is the source of the 
trouble, it is in the area where it 
connects with the brook. That is the 
place where the pipeline is closest 
to the surface. Maybe a heavy truck 
on Adams Street crushed the pipes. 

But one cannot blame the TV 
Committee for saying “excuse it 
please.

Arboretum Apartments hearing : 


continued to March 22

It was a slow three hours as 
attorney Andrew Hier continued 
his examination of IMG President 
Phillip Sloane at Thursday's Hous- 
ing Appeals Committee (HAC) 
hearing. The hearing, on the fate of 
the Wilmington Aboretum Apart- 
ments project, was continued from 
January. 

Sloane spent a good part of his 
time going over building types, 
conceptual designs, and floor plans 
of the 192 unit condominium 
proposal. He also explained how 
IMG tried to conform to issues 
raised by the Wilmington Board of 
Appeals, first through the submis- 
sion of an alternate plan and then 
through attempts to meet conditions 
spelled out in the board's decision 
to deny the project. 

Wilmington Town Counsel Alan 
Altman geared his questions toward 
which proposal was before the 
board of appeals: the 204 unit 
apartment complex or the 192 unit 
condo project proposed under the 
HOP program. IMG originally 
went with a rental concept then 
reportedly changed to a HOP 
program in June 1987, Altman said 
he was unsure at what point the 
proposal changed, 

HAC Chairman Maurice Corman 
agreed there seemed to be some 
confusion because there were two 
proposals. Adding to the confusion, 
he said, was the appeal board's 
decision which he felt was 
“unusually worded" and seemed to 
refer to both proposals. Though 
Altman objected, claiming the 
decision covers the alternate 


proposal, Corman ruled the appeals 
board had rejected both proposals 
and the developer could probably 
go with either one if he won his 
appeal. 

Both sides admitted further 
evidence. Hier submitted a copy of 
an agreement between IMG and 
Co-op Realty and Liquidating 
Trust, which owns the site, to 
extend the property option from 
October 1985 to October 1988. 
Altman objected to the document, 
saying it lacked authentication. 
Corman accepted the document 
saying the state need not observe 
the same rules of evidence as a 
court of law. Later, after 
examining one of the trustees who 
signed the agreement, Altman 
questioned if the 23 beneficiaries of 
the agreement should have 
approved the action. 

Altman called a second document 
showing differences in the two 
IMG proposals and ways IMG is 
trying to meet conditions of the 
board of appeals "completely 
self-servicing.” Corman said he 
considered the document useful 
because it helps him understand 
which of the conditions are 
agreeable to IMG 

‘A third document was entered by 
Altman because he felt it was "a 
great procedural due process issue" 
in case the the town would have to 
go to superior court. This was a 
letter from Town Manager Buzz 
Stapezynski asking Corman to 
schedule remaining sessions in the 
late afternoon or early evening to 
make it more convenient for 
selectmen and residents to attend 


the hearing. Corman denied the 
request saying state officials are 
only paid to work from 9 a.m. to $ 
p.m. He said he wied to make the 
hearing more convenient to 
residents by holding it in 
Wilmington instead of in Boston. 

Other discussion centered on the 
one million dollar proposed sale 
price of the site and the potential 
tax revenue which would be 
generated through either proposal. 
Altman objected to the latter 
discussion saying any tax figures 
were “speculative” and claiming 
“numbers have been ‘pulled out of 
the air with no backup.” Though he 
asked that the testimony be stricken 
from the record, Corman refused 
and told Altman to use his own 
witnesses to refute the testimony. 

At the next session on March 22, 
Altman is expected to cross exa- 
mine Sloane and a representative 
from H. W. Moore Inc. will be 
present to go over the proposed 
sewer hookup for IMG.

Cathy Cook, Director of Reading School Lunch 


Program, arranges teens’ favorite lunch - 
fast food style hamburgers. 
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$4.00

“You want to talk about 
McDonald’s and society and the 
kids,” says Cathy Cook of 

Director of the 
Reading School Lunch 
Program. “Some McDonald's 
are now trying McPizza. In 
Pennsylvania, they’re test- 
marketing Gerber baby food. 
Don’t ask me my opinion on that 
one!" 

In spite of that opinion, Cook 
has no choice. The “menu du 
jour” calls for her to bite the 
bullet and cater to the wishes of 
her customers. Her fast food 
“restaurant” at Reading High 

in direct response to 
eateries like McDonald's and 
Burger King, Proposition 2%, 
today’s lifestyle, and her own 
keen business sense. Today, 
that fast food accounts for 33 
percent of the lunches sold at 
the high school and subsidizes 
the regular meals there. 

“I knew the kids had the 
money to spend but they 
weren't spending it with me," 
says Cook. “I also knew that 
having lost government ap- 
Propriations and having no 
financial support from the 
School Committee, I had to do 
something to get money without 
increasing my labor or my 
costs. The kids have no qualms 
about spending $1.50 for fast 
food, yet there are still some 
who won't spend more than 85 
cents for a hot meal.” 

At lunch, some Reading High 
upperclassmen have the option 
of travelling downtown. The 
fast food was also originally 
introduced to entice them to 
remain on campus during 
lunch. Hamburgers, cheese- 
burgers, steak and cheese, 
chicken filets, grilled cheese 
with or without tomatoes, 
French fries, small and large. 
Soft pretzels. Milk, whole, 
chocolate or nonfat. Dessert or 
a cookie. In 1981, when the 
selections were first offered, in 
anew area strikingly painted by 
the art students, the food at- 
tracted 50 percent of the lunch 
clientele. 

However, the popularity of 
fast food in a school is a 
business person's dream and a 
nutritionist’s nightmare - as are 
some of the regular menu 
items, often because of 
government regulations. ‘‘The 
fast food is not as popular today 
as it was. I’m sure a lot of it was 
the novelty,” says Cook. “I 
know there are kids that eat 
here every day and not only eat 
here every day, but eat the 
same thing every day. They'll 
come in and say, “‘I’ll have the 
usual.” 

“Thave adults up here that eat 
the same things every day 
also,” she says. “It's not 
nutritious unless they eat it. But 
if they eat the same thing 
constantly, it's not going to be 
nutritious. If you eat liver ‘and 
onions every day, they’re going 
to be equally as bad for you asa 
fried hamburger. It’s the 
variety that gives you the 
nutrition in the course of a 
week." 

Up on all the current 
literature in her field, ready to 
experiment with healthier 
recipes at home, stifled by 
government regs’, Cook knows 
nutrition and does her best. 
However, she often has to “put 
nutrition on the back burner” 
because she’s starving for funds 
- and that sticks in her throat. 
The last straw is the effect of 
today’ 's fast times on the family. 

“The biggest problem I have 
with menus is what the kids are 
accustomed to at home or on the 
outside,” she says. “The 


majority of families today do 
not eat an evening meal, so kids 
are not getting the meals that 
many of us were raised on. Food 
is much more convenient - you 
Pop it into the microwave, take 
it out of a frozen food box or 
whatever, and I can only serve 
the students what they’re ac- 
customed to. 

“Look at a senior high student 
and see how he holds a fork. 
Students today eat with their 
fingers,’’ she continues. 
“They're not learning how to 
use utensils at home. That's not 
something the teachers or I can 
really teach them and again, I 
think it goes back to not having 
an evening meal. I've found 
over the years that more and 
more of my menus are sand- 
wiches or finger food. My least 
popular meals are those you 
have to use utensils for.

“You end up with no 
income and financially, you 
can’t afford to do it. 

“By and large, most school 
districts are trying to reduce

Our gallivanting-around 
correspondent was last seen 
traipsing about the ski trails of 
New Hampshire.

Bostonians have always been 
a hearty bunch of protesters.

In 1800 the average age of 
Americans was only sixteen 
years old.

For their 
courageous efforts, half the 
student body was suspended. It 
is not known whether the 
quality of dormitory food im- 
proved following their protest.

the sugar and salt intake in 
their recipes," she says. “In 
fact, most of our fruit from the 
government is in light syrup. 
Ten years ago, it was all in 
heavy syrup. They’re trying to 
reduce the sodium in some of 
the meats. The Heart 
Association is sponsoring 
seminars specifically geared to 
school lunch. 


“A lot of people think the 
menus are boring and 
repetitious, but you're looking 
at the menu printed probably 
for about a month at a time.

George Washington wasn’t 
actually the first president of 
the United States? Well, it is 
true. According to David 
Wallechinsky and Irying 
Wallace, authors of “The 
People’s Almanac,” the first 
president of the United States 
was a fellow by the name of 
John Hanson. In 1781, Maryland 
signed the Articles of Con- 
federation, and Hanson, who 
signed for the state of 
Maryland, was elected the first 
president of the assembly. His 
title was “President of the 
United States in Congress 
Assembled."’ Until George 
Washington’ was elected 
president, he addressed Hanson 
in letters as ‘President of the 
United States.” 


George Washington's favorite 
motto was ‘‘the end justifies the 
means." When Washington 
died, he was a very powerful 
man of means in his own right. 
Among his holdings: 33,000 
acres of land in Virginia, 
Kentucky, Maryland, New 
York, Pennsylvania, 
Washington, D.C., and the 
Northwest Territory. 

According, to Marcus 
Gunliffe, author of ‘George 
Washington,” Washington has 
had more things named after 
him than probably any other 
president. Among the things 
named after Washington in- 
clude one state, seven moun- 
tains, eight streams, 10 lakes, 33 


says. Last year, salad sales 
Picked up again with a dif- 
ference: out of habit, the kids 
were tossing salad dishes out 
along with leftover salads.

“School lunch is probably 
one of the only areas kids, oc- 
casionally, will get boisterous 
about because it’s one of the 
only areas they have a choice in 
during the course of the day. 
Sometimes, they voice their 
opinions. I try to listen to them 


counties, nine colleges and 121 
towns and villages.

For even though cereal is not 
a finger food, it’s fast and Cook 
has a ready, easy-to-swallow 
explanation for its popularity: 
“You may have to use a spoon 
for cereal,"’ she says. “But you 
don’t have to cut it.”

Un- 
fortunately, new credits—are 


According to Kidder, early 
returns indicate that roughly 15 
percent of eligible taxpayers 
are claiming the Excess 
Revenue Credit. “It is difficult 
to predict whether this overall 
trend will continue. As we get 
closer to April 15th, we should 
see an upturn due to the in- 
crease in professionally 
prepared returns,” he com- 
mented, adding that, “We are 
concerned, however, that there 
are lots of low and moderate 
income people who are not 
getting a tax credit to which 
they are entitled.” 

To try to get the word out to as 
many taxpayers as possible, 
DOR is asking radio, television 
and cable stations to air public 
service announcements about 
the Credit. 

In addition, the Department is 
prominently featuring in- 
formation about the credit in all 
of its taxpayer assistance ef- 
forts, including its over 400 
outreach locations. Information 
on the credit and how to claim it 
also is included on the three 
income tax forms, Form 1, 
Form ABC, and Form 1-NR for 
non- residents. 

DOR mailed forms and in- 

, structions to nearly 3 million 
households at the end ofr 
December. Forms are 
available, as well, at 1500 sites 
across the Commonwealth, 
including post offices and public 
libraries. 

To be eligible for the Credit, 
taxpayers need only to have had 
a Massachusetts tax liability in 
both 1986 and 1987. The amount 
of the credit is determined by 

multiplying one's 1986 liability

DOR is ready to help tax- 
payers who do not have a copy 
of their 1986 returns: The 
Department has reprogram- 
med its computers and added 
staff and phone lines to handle 
taxpayers’ requests for 1986 
liability information. Because 
of confidentiality laws, DOR 
will mail this information 
directly to taxpayers rather 
than give it out over the phone.

The new credit is the result of 
the Tax Cap referendum passed 
by voters in November, 1986. 
Under the Tax Cap, a limit is set 
on revenues that the Com- 
monwealth can collect over its 
collections for the previous 
year. The Commonwealth 
exceeded the Cap for 1986 by 
$29.2 million. By law, that 
money must be returned to 
taxpayers through the Excess
